OUR GREAT MINERAL RESOURCES. 


We publish today, by the courtesy 
of David T. Day, Chief of the Division 
of Mining Statistics and Technology 
of the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, @ valuable summary of the sixth 
report on The Mineral Resources of 
the United States.“ The summary is 
furnished, in advance of the regular 
publication of the report, by an ar- 
rangement with the Associated Press. 
It shows that the total product of 
minerals in this country, for the year 
1888, was 8591,659,931, being nearly 
$50,000,000 more than for the previous 
year. A falling off in pigiron was 
more than counterbalanced by a large 
increase in the copper output, stimu- 
lated by the high prevailing price, 
caused by speculation. 

These are really immense figures, 
and give one some faint conception of 
the natural wealth of this great coun- 
try, at present scarcely scratched npon 
the surface. Just think of nearly 
six hundred millions of dollars asa 
‘year’s product of only one branch of 
our resources—almost temdollars for 
every man, woman and child in the 
United States! What will this prod- 
uct amount to twenty years hence, 
when we shall have begun to develop 
our mineral wealth in earnest? What 
a wonderfully rich country this of ours 
is! Our responsibilities are great, and
